Reason for Protest 

1. The intended awardee, United Way of Greater Atlanta, does not qualify under the terms of the 
statute that created the Positive Alternative Grant Program. O.C.G.A § 31-2A-31(3) requires the 
contraction management agency to be an organization whose "mission and practice is to 
promote alternatives to abortion services at no cost." The statute was changed from merely 
"providing" to "promoting" to make it clear that abortion alternatives had to be the mission and 
goal of the contract management agency. 

O.C.G.A § 31-2A-33, again reiterates that the contract management agency must meet the 
definition of O.C.G.A § 31-2A-31(3). 

UWNG does not have a mission of promoting alternatives to abortion. They are not even 
neutral about abortion and until recently they provided grants to Planned Parenthood the 
nation's largest abortion provider. (The link to the 990 is below.) When the Atlanta Planned 
Parenthood shut down this grant ceased, but individuals can still donate money to Planned 
Parenthood through United Way. (See https://www.unitedwayatlanta.org/faq ) 

Even if United Way did not support abortion, the grant requires more than just not supporting 
abortions. The statute requires that the agency have a mission of promoting alternatives to 
abortion. Nowhere in any of United Way's materials is there any reference to the mission of 
promoting alternatives to abortion, https://www.unitedwayatlanta.org/ 

2. United Way maintains a 2-1-1 number where individuals can get a referral to an abortion clinic. 

3. Due to the United Way's reputation of supporting abortions, the pregnancy centers that were 
intended to be direct providers of services to women will not be willing to work with United 
Way and not apply for the grant. 

4. The bid of Life Resources of Georgia was considerably lower than United Way of Greater 
Atlanta, and so would allow more money to go towards the services for women and children.
